THE INDIAN MEDICAL COUNCIL (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCF , 2013 

No. 4 of 2013 
Promulgated by the President in the Sixty - fourth Year of the Republic of India ; 
An Ordinance further to amend the Indian Medical Council Act, 1956 . 

WHEREAS the Indian Medical Council (Amendment) Bill , 2013 further to anend 
the Indian Medical Council Act, 1956 was introduced in the Council of States on 
— the 19th day of March, 2013 and is pending in that House; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action to 
• give effect to the provisions of the said Bill with certain modifications; 

____ Now, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1 ) of article 
123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the following 
Ordinance : 

1. ( 1) This Ordinance may be called the Indian Medical Council (Amend 
ment) Ordinance, 2013 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 15th day of May, 2013 . 
. . 2 . In the Indian Medical Council Act , 1956 ( hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act ) , for the long title , the following long title shall be substituted , 
namely : 

“ An Act to provide for the constitution of the Medical Council of India and for

“ 3AA . The Central Government shall, after the commencement of the Indian 
Medical Council ( Amendment) Ordinance, 2013 , reconstitute the Council, by notification 
in the Official Gazette , and publish the names of themembers nominated or elected to 
the Council under sub - section (1 ) of section 3 within a period not exceeding one 
hundred and eighty days: 
. Provided that the Board of Governors constituted under sub -section (4) of 
section 3A shall continue to exercise the powers and perform the functions of the 
Council till the new Council is reconstituted or for such period not exceeding one 
hundred and eighty days, whichever is earlier ." .. .

modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be ; so , however , that any such 
modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously done under that rule or regulation .” .
